Uamaguey, Cuba, Nov. ll.— A wide strip of central (Alba 
I lay prostrate today amid the devastation of a tropical hurri­ 
cane that left an estimated 1.000 or m o r e dead in its path. 
(’amaguey province, the richest sugar growing province 
of the nation, bore the brunt of the storm. Milling men said 
they believed the cane crop had been virtually destroyed. 
Most of the dead were drowned in a tidal wave that 
swept the Caribbean port of Santa Cruz Del Sur. The hurri- 
j cane whipped ti wall of water 20 feet high through the townj 
and hundreds of the 1,000 villagers were trapped in their 
homes. 
Elsewhere through Camaguey and adjoining parts of, 
I Santa Clara and Orients provices the destructive winds dam ­ 
aged a dozen cities and towns and leveled vast areas of culti-i 
va ted land. 
Estimates of the dead varied because it was impossible 
Ity obtain communication with many remote parts of the; 
stricken provinces. 
First definite news of the disastrous tidal wave was 
brought from Santa Cruz Cel Sur by a train lilied with in-1 
I j ared villagers. 
After talking with them authorities e sti-! 
mated the Santa Cruz dead was between 1,300 and 1,800. 
On the basis of available reports from other parts of 
I the province it. appeared that the deaths outside of Santa 
Cruz were far short of Camaguey. Seventeen were known to 
be dead and 75 injured. 
The last train this morning brought word that 260 
bodies had already been buried a t Santa Cruz and that hun­ 
d r e d s of corpse were lo d g e d in trees and debris.

W e t Victory Recalls Barley, A lly 
Of Beer, From Nine-Year Exile 


Chicago. Nov. II iAP*.- -Barley, a i 
foundation stock of beer. was recall- ! 
cd from a nine-year exile by traders | 
on the Chicago board of trade. 
Apparently believing that modifi- J 
cation of tho Volstead act to permit j 
the m anufacture of beer was immi- 
neat as a result of Tuesday’s clee- j 
hon. traders gathered around th e ; 
small rye pit as the gong boomed to j 
start tile day and quickly began j 
dealing in barley. It was the first! 
time in nine years future deliveries I 
of barley had been traded in on th e ! 
exchange. 
Barley was fairly active in th e 1 
days when a great amount of the 
grain was used for beer. With the 
advent of the eighteenth amend- j 
ment, demand began to lag and I 
eventually trading was discontinued 
by common consent. 
The first deal completed was for: 
barley to be delivered next month. 


The initial price was 25 cents r 
bushel. 
Bidding was brisk, how­ 
ever, and the grain quickly ran up 
in price. The final sale was at 29 
rents with 29'. cents bid just before 
the close. 
Directors of the board of trade 
will meet next Tuesday to consider 
a change in the grading of barley. 
The present requirements were said 
to be based almost entirely on ex­ 
port and feed requirements, rather 
than on malting types. The m alt­ 
ing types have been quoted in Mil­ 
waukee daily for many years. 
After the enactment of the Vol­ 
stead act. which made Hie provisions 
of the eighteenth amendment work­ 
able. barley was relegated to the 
comparative obscurity of the cash 
grain 
market. Rarely. 
however, 
was any of the grain sold here. 
The sudden interest in barley gave 
some measure of stimulus Lo all 


' grains and prices turned upward 
late In the day. Commission houses 
with branches In the East were said 
to be absorbing all offerings in the 
wheat pit, their buying being chiefly 
based on strength of securities and 
cotton. Corn prices also advanced 
in sympathy with wheat and other 
commodities. The markets gener­ 
ally started about steady and then 
dropped a little, but late recoveries 
sent all grains higher than Wednes­ 
day's finish.
